53 per cent. in the same month last year, but her 
share of exports rose from 11 per cent. to 16 per cent. 





South African Trade and Industry. (Page 747.) 


Business in the Union is still somewhat irregular. 
The Transvaal gold output touched a new high daily 
average in May, but exports of diamonds were much 
smaller. Railway earnings continued below estimates. 
Maize crop forecasts have been increased. The Agri- 
cultural Census of 1925 is commented upon and com- 
pared with that of 1918. 





French Foreign Trade Balance. (Page 748.) 

Owing to an excess in the value of imports over 
exports in May, amounting to 709 million francs, the 
balance of French trade for the first five months of 
the year was converted into an unfavourable one of 
25 million francs. For January-May, 1926, however, 
the import excess was as much as 2,122 million francs. 





Swiss Trade in April. (Page 748.) 

Both imports and exports during April were smaller 
than in March, with the exception of watches, food- 
stuffs of animal origin and dyestuffs. All the principal 
categories of Swiss exports recorded a decrease in the 
month undur review as compared with March.

of the Safeguarding of Industries Act, 1921, as amended 
by the Finance Act, 1926:—

TAXATION OF FOREIGN LIMITED 
COMPANIES IN ROUMANIA. 


The Board of Trade have received a translation of a 
Circular Order issued by the Roumanian Ministry of 
Finance, which draws attention to the conditions which 
must be fulfilled when foreign limited companies estab- 
lish branches or representative companies in Roumania. 

They must, inter alia, declare the capital with which 
it is proposed to undertake operations, as this figure is 
required by the Roumanian Authorities for estimating 
the amount of the supplementary tax on branches of 
foreign limited companies with head offices outside 
Roumania, and in its absence the profits are assessed at 
the maximum figure of 500 per cent.

ADDRESS OF IMPERIAL TRADE CORRESPON- 

DENT AT ST. JOHN’S, NEWFOUNDLAND.

MOTOR VEHICLE TAXATION IN SPAIN. 


The ‘‘ Gaceta de Madrid ”’ of 4th May publishes a 
Royal Decree, Ministry of Finance, No. 823, dated 29th 
April, providing for the consolidation of the different 
taxes and imposts affecting motor vehicles. Shortly 
stated, a sole tax, to be known as the Patente Nacional 
de Circulacién de Automédviles, is established, which 
corporates all the State, provincial and municipal 
taxes, except those established by the provincial and 
municipal bodies of the Basque Provinces and Navarre. 

The unit on which this tax is based is the French 
horse power of 75 kilogrammeters (the English h.p. 
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being 76-041 kilogrammeters) in the case of vehicles 
driven by internal combustion motors, steam engines and 
electric motors, but motor vehicles destined for passenger 
traffic over high roads will pay the licence in respect of 
their number of seats, and in addition they will be sub- 
ject to the payment separately of the passenger transport 
tax, if any, in so far as this is payable by the passengers. 

Motor cars ‘‘ de luxe’’ privately owned pay 33 pesetas 
per annum per horse power, with a minimum of 5 horse 
power. Vehicles for hire, engaged principally in carry- 
ing passengers within towns, pay 36 pesetas per annum 
per horse power, with a minimum of 5 horse power. 
Motor cycles without sidecars pay 16:50 pesetas per 
annum per horse power, with a minimum of 3 horse 
power ; with sidecar, 20 pesetas per horse power. Omni- 
buses with 15 seats and less pay 874 pesetas per annum 
and 58 pesetas for each additional seat, exclusive of the 
rovalty of 4 centimo per ton and kilometre, which will 
be paid separately for the monopoly. Lorries engaged 
in the transport of goods pay 515 pesetas per annum per 
ton of carrying capacity. Trailers pay 50 per cent. of 
the rate which corresponds to them in respect of their 
carrying capacity.

AND SIERRA LEONE 
PIECE-GOODS IMPORTS. 

The Imperial Trade Correspondent at Bathurst reports 
that during the first three months of the current year 
imports of cotton piece-goods into the Colony of the 
Gambia were valued at £17,416, made up of bleached 
£7,365, coloured £487, dyes £2,774, grey £205, and 
printed £6,585. The United Kingdom provided 
£14,912 of these imports. 

As regards Sierra Leone, the total value of imports 
of piece-goods during April last was £28,460, and com- 
prised bleached £7,587, coloured £8,460, dyed £5,737, 
grey £592, and printed £6,084. The bulk of these 
imports, viz., £24,929, came from the United Kingdom.

CONGO COTTON. 

The British Commercial Secretary at Brussels reports 
that, according to the ‘‘ Echo de la Bourse,’’ the 
Governor of the Congo-Kasai laid the foundation stone 
of the textile works which are to be built at Kinshasa by 
the Societe Textile Africanie (Texaf) on 16th May. 

The Texaf, which has a capital of 50 million francs, 
was founded by Messrs. Lagache Brothers, the well- 
known manufacturers of Renaix, who hold all the shares 
with the exception of those constituting the bond of M. 
Joseph Rhodius-Deby, deputy manager of the Texaf in 
Africa. 

In the course of the ceremony M. Rhodius-Deby 
assured hig listeners that every effort would be made to 
produce the first pieces of cotton goods at the works 
before the end of next year. He stated further that in 
1926, the year of the company’s installation, 600 tons of 
unginned cotton were produced and the estimated out- 
put for the next few years was, for 1927 about 5,000 
tons: for 1928 about 10,000 tons; for 1929 about 
12,000 tons, and for 1930 about 15,000 tons.

DUTCH EAST INDIES. 








ECONOMIC STRENGTH. 


The last Report of the British Commercial Agent at 
Batavia on the Netherland East Indies covered a period 
prior to 3lst July, 1924, and in his present* one Mr. 
H. A. N. Bluett deals with subjects that have been of 
commercial interest during the past two and a half 
years, especially with happenings within the past 
eighteen months which, it is thought, will be of more 
interest to manufacturers and merchants engaged in 
trade with the country. In all three annual Reports 
issued in 1922, 1923 and 1924, a note of optimism was 
maintained as to the commercial future of the Nether- 
land East Indies and their ability to recover from the 
depression occasioned by the general slump in trade in 
all countries following upon the war. 

The recovery from depression to prosperity came even 
more rapidly than was expected. A steady demand 
from abroad for estate prodtice in 1924 was the first 
indication of a revival in export trade, followed in 1925 
by a demand for rubber, coffee and other commodities of 
export at prices which even the most optimistic had not 
contemplated. The high prices obtained for rubber 
brought wealth to the inhabitants of the Outer Posses- 
sions to a degree never thought of; they spent money 
lavishly on imported goods, and with a suddenness, which 
was as welcome as it was unexpected, the business com- 
munity turned to the now flourishing districts in 
Sumatra and Borneo as fertile fields for further commer- 
cial activity. The disappointments of the past have 
been discounted by the knowledge that the volume of 
trade is steadily increasing, that the finances of the State 
have so far improved that all ordinary expenditure can 
be met by revenue, and that a reduction in the heavy 
burden of taxation may be made without unduly cur- 
tailing expenditure on services essential to the country’s 
welfare. There is now no doubt that the foundation for 
a further development of the economic and financial 


position is strong and secure. 


JAVA AND THE OUTER POSSESSIONS. 

Following a rapid survey of the conditions ruling in 
1924 and 1925, during the last four months or so of 
which period a sudden and unexpected setback in trade 
was experienced in Java, owing to poor crops, Mr. Bluett 
writes that, while 1926 opened with trade rather de- 
pressed in Java, in all parts of the Outer Possessions the 
prospects for a most successful year had never been 
better. There can be no doubt, however, he adds, that, 
among other factors, the unsettled state of affairs in 
China and the coal stoppage in Great Britain have been 
detrimental to commercial traffic with the Netherland 
East Indies, so much so that, instead of her foreign trade 
being, as was confidently expected, in excess of that of 
1925, it is now doubtful whether the returns for 1926, 
when completed, will equal the 1925 total. 

The cultivation of the land, whether it be on estates 
owned and administered by company undertakings or by 
the natives in their small holdings, employs the majority 
of the people. Their power to buy goods of foreign 
manufacture depends on the ability of foreign countries 
to absorb their surplus production, and it is therefore 
self-evident that the prosperity of the country is depen- 
dent on economic conditions in foreign countries. The 
extent to which exports are linked with agricultural

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activities is well illustrated by a summary of exports 
prepared by the State Division of Agriculture for 1925; 
this shows a total of 3,347,232 tons, valued at 
1,459,313,000 florins, or approximately £122,443,000 
sterling, for the thirty-nine principal cultures. 

Though the value of foreign trade may not show the 
increase expected, there is no occasion for pessimism, as 
developments undertaken in the past two years will insure 
a greater production in future of rubber, tea, coffee and 
palm-oil, for which commodities there is always a market. 
For the first ten months of 1926 imports into Java 
totalled 453,128,000 fl. and exports 639,699,000 fl., a 
balance of exports of 186,571,000 fl. ; this is not an un- 
satisfactory state of affairs when it is remembered that 
the 1926 sugar crop was approximately five million piculs 
or 300,000 tons less than in 1925. Revenue from Cus- 
toms and Excise duties totalled 96,500,000 fl. for the first 
nine months of the year, as against 86,300,000 fl. for 
the same period in 1925, an increase of 10,200,000 f1., 
of which 8,000,000 fl. must be put to the account of 
the Outer Possessions, where there is great prosperity and 
the earnings of well-established and producing rubber, 
tobacco, coffee, tea and sisal estates have been greatly 
increased, while capital for the further expansion of 
existing estates or the development of lands—recently 
opened up by State roads and railway—.is flowing in from 
Holland and foreign countries. 

That the present extensive development in the Outer 
Islands will have a beneficial influence on revenue in the 
future is self-evident, but it is doubtful, writes Mr. 
Bluett, if it is economically sound to leave the opening 
up of virgin lands entirely to capitalists from Holland or 
abroad. Recent events in Java have shown that there is 
a sect of the people, who, apart from any communistic 
influence, desire to improve their mode of living and are 
prepared to work for such improvement along legitimate 
lines. The hope must therefore be expressed that means 
will be taken by the State to encourage the Javanese to 
migrate to the districts in which there is now plenty of 
scope for their labours and where they can serve a greater 
usefulness, and also that special consideration will be 
given to the returned estate coolie, who, by virtue of 
experience gained as a planter, is eminently suitable as a 
colonist. Although no difficulties were experienced 
during the past year in obtaining indented labour from 
Java for well-known estates, the shortage of local labour 
is a serious handicap, and every settler must be regarded 
as an asset towards future progress. 

The success of rubber planting and other agricultural 
pursuits in the Outer Possessions has caused a consider- 
able influx of foreign capital, which is welcomed under 
the ‘‘ open door ”’ policy of the Government. It 1s 
noticeable that Dutch capital is being invested in com- 
panies taking up virgin land for planting purposes which 
has been obtained on long-lease rights at a nominal 
rental from the State; on the other hand, British and 
other foreign company promoters have, with only a few 
exceptions, purchased concessions granted in previous 
years to Dutch subjects of which only a small portion is 
in bearing, but which have many acres in reserve ior 
the profitable employment of further capital. In the 
interests of the Netherland East Indies it is immaterial 
how estates are acquired so long as capital flows in freely 
and is entrusted to the care of experienced planters. It 
is now proved that oil palm plantations laid out on an 
extensive scale and equipped with the most up-to-date 
oil presses are profitable undertakings in Sumatra ; many 
new concessions have been granted for this purpose 1 
selected districts in the East Coast and Acheen resi- 
dencies during the past eighteen months. The first 
storage tank has been completed at Belawan, from which 
palm oil will be pumped direct to steamers equipped with 
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tanks designed for this trade. The increase in fibre pro- 
duction, 2.e., sisal and Cantala hemp, is worthy of special 
mention ; exports from the East Coast of Sumatra have 
doubled since 1923, while new areas to be planted up 
assure a greater production in future. As an experi- 
ment Roselle fibre (Hibiscus. Sabdariffa) has been suc- 
cessfully grown on a 500-acre plantation in Java, the 
results proving that yet another culture may be added 
to the already extensive list, though it is too early to 
forecast to what extent this industry may develop. 

The numerous applications received for land conces- 
sions in the Outer Islands have prompted the State to 
frame an Ordinance by which the officials in charge of 
provincial administrations will be empowered to reserve 
certain tracts of land for concessions on long lease terms. 
The text of this Ordinance is awaited with interest. In 
Java there is little land available for new developments ; 
an event of importance, however, is that territories in 
Besoeki (South Java) and Cheribon (Central Java) are 
now open for sugar growing, for which purpose conces- 
sions may be obtained. 


THE OUTLOOK. 


The favourable balance of trade enjoyed for the past 
three years will no doubt be further strengthened by 
increased exports of produce from the Outer Islands, so 
that, provided a market can be found abroad for all that 
is available for shipment, an optimistic view may be 
taken of the prospects of export trade during 1927. The 
likelihood of a good import year is not so hopeful. In 
Java, which is the main market for imported articles, 
trade is to a very large extent conducted on a credit 
system, by which distributors and retailers of foreign 
manufactures offer credit to the native consumers and 
receive goods on from 30 to 90 days’ credit from the im- 
porters. A state of unrest has recently permeated the 
country and caused an all-round curtailment of credit 
facilities, so much so that orders usually placed abroad 
in November or December for delivery over an extended 
period during the new year were much smaller than usual. | 
This is most noticeable in piece-goods, hardware and 
bazaar articles, the reason being that importers do not 
care to order abroad as long as retail business is limited 
to cash transactions, and distributors are only taking 
week-to-week requirements. 

In the piece-goods trade an important factor is the 
over-production of and consequent slump in the price of 
raw cotton. The buying of cotton goods forward is at 
present a gamble which does not attract local importers. 
Until a more definite policy is decided on by all parties 
connected with the cotton and cotton goods trades, big 
orders from the Netherland East Indies must not be 


expected. 
TRADE WITH THE UNITED KINGDOM. 


After reviewing the condition of the State finances and 
the position of the banks, Mr. Bluett turns his attention 
tothe colonies’ trade. As regards the commerce between 
the Netherland East Indies and the United Kingdom, 
imports into the latter from the former amounted in 
volume in 1925 to 123,505,000 fl., as compared with 
99,058,000 fl. in 1924 and 92,321,000 fl. in 1923, while 
exports to the United Kingdom totalled 122,101,000 f1., 
against 116,929,000 fl. and 114,449,000 fl. respectively. 
The import figures, on comparison with the total import 
trade for the corresponding years, show that the United 
Kingdom has supplied about 15 per cent. of the total 
value of goods imported, while her position as second 
‘nly to Holland as a supplying country has been main- 
‘ained. It is also satisfactory to note that imports from 
the United Kingdom—according to value assessments by 
the Netherland East Indian Customs Department—show 
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a value for 1925 of 24,447,000 fl., or £2,037,000 more 

than in 1924. The position in exports to the United 

Kingdom has not been so favourable, but is improving, 

a steady increase having been recorded since 1921. 

For 1926 the monthly statistics for principal imports 
show that, while in a few lines shipments from the United 
Kingdom have increased, there is a regrettable falling 
off in wholly manufactured goods, particularly in articles 
in which during 1925 British manufacturers were able to 
meet keen competition from Germany, Italy and the 
United States. The general strike, followed by the pro- 
longed coal stoppage in the United Kingdom, has had an 
adverse effect on her trade position in the Netherland 
East Indies, and a lot of ground gained in 1924 and 1925 
has been lost, but not irretrievably so. There is no 
reason whatsoever for Netherland East Indian importers 
to withhold orders usually placed in Great Britain at this 
time of the year, or for them to think that Great Britain 
will be unable to deliver manufactured goods at prices 
which will compete with any foreign nation for a similar 
quality article. Her industrial and economic position 
is now so favourable that, with the co-operation of im- 
porters who have learnt to appreciate the high quality 
of British goods and a genuine desire on the part of 
British manufacturers to meet the requirements of this 
and other foreign markets, there is every reason for 
believing that any trade lost in 1926 will be fully 
recovered in 1927. 

The import trade of Java during 1926 did not vary 
to any great extent from previous years, continues Mr. 
Bluett, after dealing with the general export trade in 
Dutch East Indian products, in the course of which he 
provides ample statistics of both export and production. 
Trade in machinery, building materials, automobiles, 
motor cycles and bicycles showed an improvement on 
1925, also in foodstuffs—particularly tinned milk, bis- 
cuits, butter, cheese and wheat flour—a _ considerable 
improvement is recorded in the official statistics of 
imports to the end of November last. Chemicals, iron 
and steel and iron and steel ware, hardware and leather 
and leather goods, have been regularly imported, but, 
though trade returns for the earlier months of 1926 
were above the average, a falling off after August means 
that the aggregate for the year will not show the 
improvement which might have been expected if the 
earlier returns had been maintained. 

In piece-goods and yarns, sundries and bazaar articles, 
the tendency has been to import and distribute to the 
natives the cheapest articles obtainable from foreign 
manufacturers. Price is a far more important factor 
than quality when offering goods, intended for consump- 
tion by the natives, to Netherland East Indian im- 
porters. The Javanese people of the agricultural and 
labouring classes are not thrifty and seldom have more 
than a few shillings to spend on manufactured goods; for 
this reason, if inferior goods, which may be similar to 
better quality articles on first appearance, are offered 
cheaper, they will always be accepted more readily than 
more expensive ones. On the native’s desire for cheap 
goods some importers trade, as they know that if they 
can place an article in general demand on the market a 
few cents cheaper than other importers they will reap a 
golden harvest, until their price has been undercut by 
someone else who has obtained a still cheaper article, 
Exceptions are branded goods that have been exnoried to 
this country for many years and are purchased by the 
natives because the ‘‘ Tjap’’ or trade-mark is familiar 
to them; this has led to manufacturers of cheap goods 
imitating as nearly as the Trade Marks Law allows the 
‘‘Tjap ’’ carried by well-established imports. 

Import trade to Java is not likely to increase to any 
appreciable extent for some years, and any expansion 
that. may be recorded is more likely to come from under- 
takings of an agricultural or industrial nature under 
European management than from the native people. 
For machinery and similar requirements imported for 
constructive purposes, whether it be for buildings, roads, 
railways, irrigation dams, water conduits or factories 
for handling agricultural produce, the demand is good 
with a tendency to improve, whereas for articles for 
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native consumption the Java market does not offer any 
great prospects for improvement. 


In the Outer Islands the situation is very different. 
The wealth derived by the natives from their agricul- 
tural holdings during the past two years has resulted 
in a plentifulness of money among them; districts which 
were only a few years ago considered of so little im- 
portance that few local firms instructed their travellers 
to visit them are now important outlets for manufactured 
goods and worthy of the attention of British overseas 
travellers who visit Batavia, Semarang and Sourabaya, 
and pass by the Outer Islands ports as of no commercial 
importance. In order to increase their trade with the 
Netherland East Indies, manufacturers must watch for 
their opportunities of sharing in the daily increasing 
demand for foreign goods from Sumatra and North- 
West and South-East Borneo. For the first eleven 
months the import trade of Belawan, Sumatra East 
coast, was no less than 246,685 tons, an increase of 
22,000 tons on the same period of 1925. 


Recent investigations made among the trade show 
that the sale of piece-goods during the past twelve 
months has fallen considerably short of expectations, 
and, further, that towards ‘the end of the year there 
were considerable stocks on hand, so that importers were 
glad to sell out at cost price, or even to accept offers 
which meant a loss to them, in order to clear their stocks. 
There are various reasons for this depression in the local 
textile trade, of which the principal is that there are 
too many importers specialising in the piece-goods trade, 
and-consequently more is imported annuaily than the 
country can consume, while there is no outlet for these 
bulk imports except through certain Chinese and Arab 
distributors of textiles, to whom all importers take their 
offers. A reason for decreased exports from the United 
Kingdom is found in the yearly increasing competition 
from Japan, which has been mentioned in my previous 
reports. Japanese manufacturers are shipping to the 
Netherland East Indies very cheap materials which are 
very close imitations of British supplies, and which 
the natives are buying in preference to more expensive 
and better quality Manchester goods. There is also 
competition from cheap artificial silk of Italian manu- 
facture, but this is not so pronounced here as in other 
Eastern countries, although it is a factor which must be 
reckoned with. 


Throughout the period under review ‘tthe demand 
for machinery has been satisfactory, and imports from 
the United Kingdom have improved, though the major 
portion of the trade is with Holland and Germany. 


The demand is principally for the following :—(1) 
Specially constructed machinery for the requirements of 
estates producing sugar, tea, coffee, rubber, palm oil 
and fibres. (2) Power generating machinery, i.e., elec- 
tric power plants, oil engines, gas engines, steam engines 
and boilers. (3) Workshop equipment, i.e., lathes, 
drilling machines and other machine tools. (4) Locomo- 
tives, steam-driven road rollers, pumps, air compressors, 
power-driven cranes, rice hullers and conveyor belts. 
There is, however, practically no demand for machinery 
made specially for manufacturing industries, adds Mr. 
Bluett, who suggests the methods by which United 
Kingdom manufacturers may secure a larger proportion 
of the trade in the classes specified above. He then 
touches upon other lines, such as galvanised sheets, 
motor cars, cycles, chemicals, etc., in some of which the 
United Kingdom supplies the bulk of requirements, but 
could still do more business. 


OTHER SUBJECTS. 


The remainder of the Commercial Agent’s Report 
covers legislative and administrative activities during 
the period under review, shipping conditions in 1926, 
foreign shipping services, harbour improvements, open- 
ings for railway locomotives and rolling stock, Sumatra 
Railway progress, road construction and irrigation. The 
cost-of living and the unprecedented labour unrest are 
also discussed. The appendices to the Report give 
copious statistics of exports in general and of rubber 
in particular, and figures regarding the railways, both 
State and company owned.

EMPIRE FILMS AT IMPERIAL INSTITUTE. 


With funds provided by the Empire Marketing Board, 
an existing building of the Imperial Institute, South 
Kensington, London, 8.W. 7, has been converted into « 
cinema for the display of films illustrating the scenery, 
life and occupations of the people of the Dominions, 
India and the Colonies, reports the Director of the 
Institute. This cinema will be thrown open free to the 
public on the morning of lst July. The films will be 
run as a supplement to the conducted tours for parties 
of school children, which take place daily in the exhibi- 
tion galleries of the Institute. The offer of large num- 
bers of films on loan have been received from the various 
High Commissioners’ offices and industrial organisations. 








BRITISH STANDARD INSULATING OILS. 


The British Engineering Standards Association has 
recently issued British Standard Specification No. 148- 
1927 concerning insulating oils for electrical purposes 
(excluding cables). 

This specification is a revision of No. 148-1923, which 
was a tentative specification for oils for use in trans- 
formers, oil switches and circuit-breakers. The latter 
has been very extensively used, and as the result of over 
three years’ experience in working with it variousamend- 
ments have been found desirable, these being chiefly 
directed towards increasing the available sources of 
supply of suitable oils and also towards extending the 
scope of the specification to cover oils for all electrical 
insulating purposes with the exception of oils for use in 
cables.

SOUTH AFRICAN PRODUCE SHIPMENTS TO 
THE UNITED KINGDOM. 


The High Commissioner for the Union of South 
Africa in London has been advised by cable from the 
Department of Agriculture, Pretoria, that during the 
week ended 18th June the following quantities of South 
African produce were shipped to United Kingdom 
ports:—Wool, scoured, bales, 516; wool, grease, bales, 
92,202; mohair, bales, 416; hides, wet, bales, 1,750: 
hides, dried, bales, 508: sheepskins, bales, 441; goat- 
skins, bales, 104; wattle bark, tons, 725; wattle extract, 
lbs., 389,089 ; ostrich feathers, cases, 4; cotton lint, lbs., 
86,838; grit, bags, 70; oranges, boxes, 44,697; grape 
fruit, boxes, 4,780; naartjes, boxes, 3,770; apples. 
boxes, 4; pines, boxes, 1,469; raisins, boxes, 5,100; 
apricots, boxes, 1,340; sultanas, boxes, 800; and prunes, 
boxes, 100. 





INDIAN TRADE, WEATHER AND CROPS. 


The balance of trade figures for India for May, which 
have been forwarded by the Indian Trade Commissioner 
in London, are as follows in lakhs of rupees :—Imports 
of merchandise on private account, 2032; exports, 1n- 
cluding re-exports of merchandise on private account, 
2500; net imports of gold, 136; net imports of silver, 
179; net imports of currency notes, 1; total visible 
balance of trade, + 176; net balance on remittance of 
funds, — 185. 

The Indian Commercial Intelligence Department, 
Calcutta, reports as follows to the High Commissioner 
for India in London on the season and crops during 
the weeks ended on the dates stated :— 


Rainfall.—Calcutta, 27th June. Rainfall has been 
nearly general in Konkan and Lower Burma on five 
days, in North Hyderabad and Assam on three days, 
in Bengal, Punjab, the Kumaon Hills, Central 
Provinces and Bihar on two days and in the United 
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Provinces, Malabar, Orissa, Kumaon, the Punjab Hills, 
East Malabar, the Central Provinces East, Central 
India East, Chotanagpur and West Konkan on one 
day. Rainfall elsewhere has been light and local. 

Monsoon.—The Arabian Sea monsoon has_ been 
generally weak, but has revived since 25th June. The 
Bay monsoon has been fairly active in Burma and 
North-west India, but weakened temporarily on 26th 
June. 

Crops.—Bombay, 25th June. Conditions generally 
are favourable. More rain is needed in parts. Cotton 
has been affected in places by pests and low inundation. 
Bengal, 22nd June. Rainfall has been moderate. 
Prospects generally are good. Punjab, 20th June. 
There has been light rain in parts. Slight damage 
has been done in places by pests. Central Provinces, 
20th June. Heavy rainfall has been nearly general. 
Bihar and Orissa, 20th June. Rainfall has been light 


to heavy. More rain is needed. Sugar cane is doing 
well. Madras, 18th June. There has been heavy rain 
in parts. 





GOLD COAST TRADE IN MAY. 

The value of imports into the Gold Coast during May 
was £727,444 as against £525,049 in the same month 
of last year, showing the large increase of £202,395, 
reports the Gold Coast Commercial Intelligence Bureau 
in London. These figures are exclusive of the value of 
specie. The Customs revenue collected during the 
month was £188,076 as against £110,523 in May, 1926, 
or £77,553 more.

UNITED STATES GENERAL BUSINESS 
CONDITIONS. 


The general business situation in May continued 
satisfactory, reports the National City Bank of New 
York. Manufacturing went on in large volume, dis- 
tribution apparently kept pace, employment conditions 
were good and money was abundant for business pur- 
poses. There were, admittedly, unsatisfactory elements. 
The coal strike went into its third month without pros- 
pect: of settlement, and although there was no immediate 
danger of coal shortage owing to record stocks and heavy 
non-union production, it was none the less a disturbing 
factor in the background. The mounting destruction 
wrought by the Mississippi floods, the poor crop weather 
in the West, the general downward tendency in’ prices 
of non-agricultural commodities, the serious over- 
production of oil, and evident over-capacity in numerous 
other lines were among other factors against which 
business had to contend. 

_ Opposed to these, however, were strong supporting 
influences. The steel industry continued to operate at 
telatively high levels, building construction was in large 
volume, the automobile industry was operating at high 
though not record-breaking levels, and good or improving 
reports were received from other important lines, such 
as tyres, electrical supplies, textiles, hides and leather, 
and railroad equipment. Foreign trade continued 
healthy and domestic retail trade was doing well, con- 
sidering the very unfavourable weather in many sections.

OVERSEAS TRADE IN APRIL. 


H.M. Trade Commissioner at Calcutta has forwarded the 
following press statement concerning India’s foreign sea- 
borne trade during April, as issued by the Director of 
Commercial Intelligence and Statistics :— 

The trade returns of British India for the month of April, 
as compared with March, showed decreases in the values of 
imports, exports and re-exports. Imports of private mer- 
chandise totalled Ks.21,73 lakhs, a decline of Rs.49 lakhs as 
compared with the preceding month; the value of exports of 
Indian produce and manufactures also decreased by Ks.8,56 
lakhs from Ks.33,83 lakhs in March to Rs.25,27 lakhs in 
April, and re-exports fell by Rs.13 lakhs to Rs.65 lakhs. The 
comparison of the trade figures for April, 1927, with those 
for the preceding month and the corresponding month of 
the previous year, is as follows :—

Measured by the statistics of merchandise and treasure the 
total visible balance of trade during April, 1927, was Rs.38 
lakhs in favour of India, as compared with Rs.8,25 lakhs in 
March, 1927, and Ks.3,87 lakhs in April, 1926. The balance 
of remittances of funds in April, 1927, was minus Rs.21 lakhs. 

CHANGES IN IMPORTS AND EXPORTS. 

As compared with April, 1926, the imports of food, drink 
and tobacco in the month surveyed increased slightly by 
Kis.9 lakhs to Rs.2.84 lakhs, raw materials by Ks.1,23 lakhs 
to Rs.2,70 lakhs, and manufactured articles by Rs.22 lakhs 
to Rs.15,86 lakhs. Under food, drink and tobacco, imports 
of wheat, mostly from Australia, accounted for an increase 
of Rs.16 lakhs, while imports of sugar 16 D.S. and above, 
including beet sugar, fell from 70,000 tons, valued at Rs.1,49 
lakhs, to 60,000 tons, valued at Ks.1,29 lakhs. Imports of 
salt nearly doubled in quantity, and amounted to 47,000 
tons, valued at Ks.14 lakhs, as compared with 24,000 tons, 
valued at Rs.4 lakhs, in April, 1926. Under raw materials, 
imports of mineral oils, chiefly kerosene oil, showed an 
increase of 8 million gallons in quantity and of Rs.42 lakhs 
in value. Imports of raw cotton, mainly from the United 
States. showed an increase of Rs.84 lakhs. Of manufactured 
articles, imports of cotton yarn and manufactures increased 
by Rs.41 lakhs. Imports of cotton twist and yarn fell by 
one million Ibs. in quantity and Rs.14 lakhs in value. Grey 
goods recorded an increase of 24 million yards in quantity 
and Rs. 35 lakhs in value. White goods increased by 15 
million yards in quantity, with an increase of Rs.12 lakhs 
in value. Coloured goods also rose in quantity by 8 million 
vards, and in value by Rs.2 lakhs. Increases were also 
noticeable under artificial silk yarn (+Rs.10 lakhs), motor 
vehicles (+Rs.11 lakhs) and hardware (+Ks.6 lakhs), while 
iron and steel declined by Rs.35 lakhs, railway plant and

rolling stock by Ks.28 lakhs, silk manufactures by Rs.15 
lakhs, and copper by Ks.11 lakhs. 

As regards exports of Indian merchandise, food, drink 
and tobacco, compared with April, 1926, increased by Rs.1 06 
lakhs to Rs.7,18 lakhs, due to an increase by Rs.46 lakhs in 
the exports of food grain (chiefly rice), and of Rs.43 lakhs 
in the exports of coffee. Exports of rice rose by 30,000 
tons in quantity and by Ks.44 lakhs in value; those of 
coffee increased to 63,000 cwts. in April, 1927. Exports 
of pepper also increased in quantity by 25,000 cwts., and in 
value by Rs.13 lakhs. Raw materials and produce exported 
fell by Ks.2,35 lakhs to Rs.10,98 lakhs. Under this group ex- 
ports of raw cotton declined by Rs.3,89 lakhs. Of the total 
shipments of 40,000 tons of raw cotton in April, 1927, Japan 
alone took 21,000 tons, or 52 per cent., Italy 5,000 tons, 
Germany 4,000 tons, Belgium 2,500 tons, "France 2,000 tons, 
and the remainder went mainly to China. In oilseeds, rape- 
seed fell by Rs.14 lakhs, while the exports of sroundnuts 
and castor seed showed increases of Rs.15 and Rs.10 lakhs 
respectively. Exports of lac rose by Rs.24 lakhs, and raw 
hides and skins by Rs.13 lakhs. Exports of raw jute in- 
creased by 48,000 tons in quantity, and by Ks.1,04 lakhs in 
value. Manufactured goods decreased by Rs.21 lakhs to 
Rs.6,83 lakhs. The shipments of gunny bags in April, 1927, 
declined by 3 millions in number and Ks.41 lakhs in value. 
The yardage of gunny cloth exported on the other hand 
rose from 109 millions to 134 millions, and the value in- 
creased by Rs.11 lakhs to Rs.2,46 lakhs. The exports of 
tanned skins advanced by Ks.11 lakhs. 

TRADE WitH FOREIGN COUNTRIES: SHIPPING. 

The share of the United Kingdom in imports fell from 53 
per cent. in April, 1926, to 48 per cent. in the month under 
notice, but in exports it rose from 11 per cent. to 16 per 
cent, The shares of Germany, Japan, and the United 
States were 7, 7 and 11 per cent. respectively under imports, 
and 9, 13 and 13 per cent. respectively under exports. 

The tonnage of vessels entered into British India and 
cleared outwards with cargoes from and to foreign countries 
and British possessions during the month of April, 1927, 
amounted respectively to 666,000 and 690,000, as against 
682.000 and 790.000 in March, 1927, and 621, 000 and 785,000 
in April, 1926.

SOUTH AFRICA. 


The General Managers of the Standard Bank of South 
Africa have supplied the following information regarding 
trade conditions in the Union :— | 

The improvement in business previously reported in the 
Transvaal and the Free State is maintained, and there has 
been a slight improvement in Natal, but trade in the Cape 


Province remains quiet. 


Rainfall during the past month 


has been much below normal, and conditions in the drought 
area are becoming progressively worse. 
The Transvaal gold output during May was 859,479 fine 
ounces, valued at £3,650,835, as compared with 824,014 
ounces, valued at £3,500,189 in April. The daily average in- 
creased from 32,960 ounces to a new hich level of 33.057 


Ounces. 


The native labour supply declined slightly from 
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Trade and Industria 
attention to Commercial and Credit Intelligence. 
available to Exporters, Importers, and others wishing to develop 
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187,981 to 187,299. Diamonds exported during May, excluding 
the Premier Mine and South-West Africa amounted to 258,817 
carats, valued at £813,695. The alluvial diamond output in 
the W estern Transvaal during April was 236,249 carats, 
valued at £551,492. The May output is estimated at 190,538 
carats valued at £427,740. The prices of inferior stones are 
15 per cent. lower, but the finest qualities remain firm. 

Railway earnings from 8th May to llth June were 
£2,241,643, or £133,357 below the estimate. The total earn- 
ings from Ist April to llth June were £4.745.868 or 
£156,179 below the estimate. es Eee 

The latest official estimate of the maize crop shows a 
further small increase at 19,506,725 bags. Local prices have 
again fallen, and with the rise in overseas prices now ap- 
proximate export parity. The new crop is still damp, and 
little export is expected before the end of July. The 1927 
cotton crop is estimated at 9,460 statistical bales, compared 
with 16,305 last year. The crops in Southern Zululand and 
Natal are satisfactory, but those in Northern Zululand and 
the Transvaal are poor. 

The wool season is now over, and stocks and business are 
both small. Prices are steady. The mohair season has 
almost ended. Arrivals and stocks are small, and the 
market is a trifle easier. The hide market remains firm. 
Sheepskins are rather firmer and goatskins are about un- 
changed. The demand for wattle bark shows no improve- 
ment, but supplies are limited and prices are unchanged. 
No extract is on offer. 

The building and manufacturing industries remain active. 
The mining material market is unchanged. Soft goods 
business remains quiet in the Cape Province, but elsewhere 
shows a further slight improvement. 


THE AGRICULTURAL CENSUS. 


The Standard Bank’s monthly review for May, comment- 
ing upon the recently published report of the 1925 agricul- 
tural census, states that a number of interesting facts con- 
cerning the position of farming in South Africa are re- 
vealed, and in view of the inquiries which are now taking 
place in England regarding the present system of land tenure 
in that country, the following figures of changes in the 
system of land tenure in this country may be of interest :—

A less marked but no less important change which is 
occurring is the gradual decline in the average size of farms. 
In 1918 this was 1,191 morgen, in 1921 1,154 morgen, in 
1924 1,082 morgen, and in 1925 1,070 morgen. 

The most cheerful note in the Report is struck by the 
section dealing with the sheep-farming industry, in which 
the marked increase which occurred during 1925 in the 
flocks of the Union is attributed largely to the improvements 
in farming practice, and notably in the increased use of 
jackal-proof netting and the consequent diminution of the 
harmful system of kraaling. The cattle industry is making 
less headway, and European-owned stock showed a decrease 
during the year of over 53,000 head. Beef cattle are appar- 
ently being gradually replaced by sheep in many districts of 
the Cape Province, while the only Province in which their 
numbers are increasing to any considerable extent is the 
Transvaal. Native-owned cattle showed increases in all 
the provinces, totalling over 185,000, of which 49,000 were 
on European farms. Unfortunately these cattle are almost 
all of the scrub variety, the greater number of them being 
of practically no economic utility to the country, but main- 
tained for the purposes of Lobola. 

A section making somewhat depressing reading is that 
which compares the yields of agricultural crops obtained by 
farmers in the Union with those secured elsewhere, but to 
some extent the low average returns may be due to the 
inherent nature of the soil and climate. No one who studies 
the results of the numerous crop experiments which have 
been made during recent years can doubt, bowever, that 
they are to a very large extent due to the old-fashioned farm- 
ing methods which still prevail in many parts of the 
country.

PaRISs. 

The returns of French foreign trade for the first five 
months of 1927 showed that the value of imports amounted 
to 22,560 million francs as against 24,187 million frs. in the 
corresponding months of 1926, a decrease of 1,627 million 
frs., or a little less than 7 per cent. The value of exports 
was 22,535 million frs., as against 22,065 million frs., an 
increase of 470 million frs., or a little more than 2 per 
cent. Imports of raw materials fell by 2,719 million frs., 
and of manufactured articles by 798 million frs., but there 
was a rise of 1,890 million frs. in those of foodstuffs. 
Exports of raw materials rose by 699 million frs. and those 
of foodstuffs by 124 millions frs., but there was a fall of 
353 million frs. in those of manufactured articles. 

In the first five months of 1927 visible exchanges showed 
an unfavourable balance of 25 million frs., whereas in the 
corresponding period of 1926 there was an unfavourable 
balance of 2,122 million frs. During this year the balance 
was favourable in January and March but unfavourable in 
February, April and May. In the last month the un- 
favourable balance amounted to 709 million frs., whereas 
in May, 1926, there was a favourable balance of about 
40 million frs. 

As regards weight, imports in the first five months of 
1927 amounted to 22,150,000 tons, as compared with 
19,639,000 tons in the corresponding period of last year, an 
increase of 2,511,000 tons; exports totalled 15,173,000 tons 
as against 13,183,000 tons, an increase of 1,990,000 tons. It 
will be seen, therefore, that although the value of imports 
fell by about 7 per cent. their volume rose by more than 
13. per cent. Imports of raw materials increased 
1.752.000 tons and those of foodstuffs by 887,000 tons, but 
there was a fall of 128,000 tons in those of manufactured 
articles. Exports of raw materials rose by 1,756,000 tons 
and of manufactured articles by 338,000 tons, whereas 
there was a fall of 104,000 tons in those of foodstuffs.

FOREIGN TRADE IN MARCH QUARTER. 


The Hungarian Telegraph Correspondence Bureau in 
London report that during the first quarter of the current 
year imports and exports were valued at 251,217,000 pengés 
and 176,412,000 pengés as compared with 212,182,000 pengés 
and 177,246,000 pengés respectively in the corresponding 
period of 1926.

The sinking tendency of Swiss exports in April was in no 
way alarming, as there were only 24 working days in that 
month as against 27 in March and 24 in February. The 
decrease in the item ‘‘ Cotton and cotton goods ’’ was due 
chiefly to smaller exports of fabrics and embroideries. The 
advance in exports of foodstuffs of animal origin was the 
result of an increasing demand for hard cheese and cheese 
in cartons.

PORTUGUESE EAST AFRICA. 


“FINANCING THE PROVINCE OF MOZAM- 
BIQUE.”’’ 

Though undoubtedly extremely rich, the development of 
Mozambique, the second largest of Portugal’s colonies, is 
very backward, except on the seaboard and along the rail- 
way lines serving the British hinterlands of the Transvaal. 
Southern Rhodesia and Nyasaland, states Mr. J. Pyke. 
British Consui-General at  Lourenco Marques in ‘his 
*Report on the Commercial, Economic and Financial Condi- 
lion of Portuguese East Africa. Foreign, especiaily 
British, capital will probably become available for the de- 
velopment of the mineral and agricultural wealth of the 
interior, when the stability of a sound colonial administra- 
tion and the settlement of outstanding financial difficulties 
warrant this action. Hopes may be entertained that the 
critical financial situation which has existed for the past six 
years will be greatly improved by the effect of Colonial 
Decree No. 12,752 of 27th November, 1926, providing for the 
so-called ‘financing of the Province of Mozambique.’’ The 
monetary and exchange difficulties of the province were 
originally brought about through the declaration of the 





Banco Nacional Ultramarino (State bank) making their 
sterling notes inconvertible after 31st May. 1920. The re- 


sults of this action are surveyed by Mr. Pyke, who adds that 
the position created by the Provincial Government and by 
the Banco Nacional Ultramarino has resulted in restricting 
business to a critical extent. Imports have decreased, 
owing to the absence of credit and the difficulty of obtain- 
ing cover; money has become very tight owing to the endea- 
vours of the Banco Nacional Ultramarino during the last 
few months to reduce the fiduciary circulation, while 
Government business has also been curtailed in an effort 
lo economise and to bring the exchange situation into a 
more normal condition. 

These efforts were already having some effect when the 
Lisbon Government came to the financial assistance of the 
province at the end of 1926; but the rate of appreciation of 
the local currency would have been greatly retarded if this 
help had not been given, and the commercial community 
would have been faced with constant fluctuations in the 
exchange, making business transaclions even more hazard- 
ous than they were. 

The chief aim of the Lisbon Government in financing the 
province to the extent of 100 million escudos was to stabilise 
the exchange. The Decree fixes the rate of exchange at a 
figure decided on by the local government, in collaboration 
with the bank, for periods of three months; for the first 
quarler of 1927 the rate was fixed at a discount of 20 per 
cent., and the bank has been compelled to furnish drafts on 
foreign countries at this rate to all applicants without ex- 
ception. 

Deficiencies certainly exist in the provisions of the Decree, 
but there is no doubt that the legislation represents a step 
in the right direction. The Government appears willing to 
examine attentively considered representations with a view 
to modifying details of the operation of the Decree, and the 
Lourenco Marques Chamber of Commerce has already suc- 
ceeded in obtaining some alterations. It is generally recog- 
nised that although the Decree has the effect of increasing 
the privileges of the State bank, the Government was justi- 
fied in granting this further help. If the Provincial Govern- 
ment persists in its policy of economy, and the bank avoids 
and restrains speculation in foreign exchange, it may be 
hoped that the improvement attained will be of a lasting 
nature, for the general financial position of the province is 
surprisingly sound. 

It must be remembered that there is no external debt, and 
consequently, no general or specific charge on the assets of 
the colony. Millions of pounds have been spent on public 
works and improvements during the last thirty years, and 
these large sums have been provided for through the 
crdinary channels of revenue. As an example, it may be 
noted that the value of the port and railway works at 
Lourenco Marques is estimated at about six million pounds 
(British sterling). Including the railways, the indebted- 
ness of the province at the end of 1926 totalled 19,425,199 
escudos and £206,484. Compared with the position as at 
30th November, 1924, this is a reduction of 10,235,101 escudos 
and £367,038. The indebtedness both of the Treasury and 
the railways to private firms, which stood at 4,068,301 
escudos and £188,183 at the end of November, 1924, has 
been completely liquidated. The province owes 3,000 contos 
and £34,000 to other colonies, the remainder of its indebted- 
ness being to the Banco Nacional Ultramarino. With the

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exception of £87,084 due for material, the obligations of the 
railways are to the Banco. 

The foregoing facts should assist the Government to 
secure that financial assistance in the form of a foreign loan 
which: is likely to be required when a policy of intensive 
development is decided on, but this is unlikely to occur 
unless and until an arrangement is concluded with the 
neighbouring Government of the Union of South Africa.

WORKING OF FEDERAL RAILWAYS IN 1926. 


The British Minister at Berne, in the course of his Report 
on the Economic and Financial Conditions in Switzerland 
(H.M. Stationery Office, price 1s. 6d. net, 1s. 7d. post free), 
states that in 1926 the gross revenue of the State railways 
amounted to 375°8 million frs. and expenditure to 254-4 
million frs., leaving a gross surplus of 121-4 million frs. as 
against 130-1 million frs. in 1925. The financial require- 
ments of the Federal railways in 1926, including the service 
and amortisation of their debt and war losses, exceeded this 
gross surplus by about 11 million frs., representing a net 
working loss as compared with a net profit of 1-4 million frs. 
in 1925. This loss is attributable partly to a decrease of 2:2 
million frs. in passenger traffic earnings and partly to 
another of 7°6 million frs. in goods traffic receipts, due to 
the application of exceptional tariff rates to cope with the 
competition of motor transport. The Federal railways 
carried 99:5 million passengers and 16°7 million tons of goods 
in 1926, i.e., one million passengers less and 0:4 million tons 
of goods more than in 1925. No addition has been made to 
their system during the last two years, and they still operate 
3,042 km. of line, including 100 km. belonging to private 
owners. The bulk of the work carried out in 1926 consisted 
of electrification and the reconstruction and improvement 
of stations and track equipment. 

What with the growing competition of motor transport 
and the increasingly heavy burden of salaries and wages, 
the financial situation of the Federal railways is giving 
serious cause for anxiety and the necessity of cutting down 
expenditure is becoming imperious. In the 1927 budget the 
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outlay for electrification work, the maintenance and im. 
provement of the track and stations, acquisition of new roll. 
ing stock, etc., has been cut down by about 17 per cent. in 
comparison with 1926. The Federal railway budget for 1997 
places expenditure on constructional work at 89°7 million 
frs., including 29°9 million frs. for electrification work, 225 
inillion frs. and 5-3 million frs. respectively for the purchase 
of electric locomotives and motor coaches and of other rolling 
stock, and 28-3 million frs. for the reconstruction, trans. 
formation and enlargement of several important stations, 
including the large goods yard building at Basle-Muttenz, 
and for the reinforcement of bridges, etc.

The area under rice represents a record, being 5 per cent. 
in excess of that planted in the corresponding crop in 1926 
and 11-4 per cent. greater than the average for the past five 
years. The area planted with ‘‘ Horai,’’ or Japanese rice, 
however, shows a falling off of no less than 78,000 acres as 
compared with the corresponding crop of last year. This 1s 
chiefly to be ascribed to the fact that the latter species has 
shown itself very susceptible to disease in many districts. 
It may be, also, that the climate of Formosa is too damp for 
it to be cultivated with success. 

As regards the estimated total production, this too, if 
fulfilled, constitutes an increase of 20 per cent. as compared 
with the first crop of 1926 and of 18 per cent. above the 
average of the crops for the past five years.

CUSTOMS RULING REGARDING SCREWS. 


Customs Ruling No. 7 of 1927 (dated 18th May) of the 
Central Board of Revenue draws attention to the fact that 
screws Which can be brought under the heading of ‘‘ iron or 
steel bolts and nuts ”’ are liable to a more favourable rate of 
duty (10 per cent.) than that (15 per cent.) which applies to 
other screws. The term ‘“ bolts ’’ will, therefore, be inter- 
preted as covering all screws so threaded as to fit a female 
thread made by means of a tap or other means, whether in a 
nut or elsewhere, and not by the bolt or screw itself, that is 
to say, as excluding such screws (gimlet-pointed and drive 
screws) aS are designed to make their own female thread in 
the material into which they are driven. 





REVISED IMPORT VALUATION FOR 
MOLASSES. 


With reference to the notice which appeared in the 
“Journal ’’ of 12th May (pages 533-540), giving particulars 
of the revised Indian import valuations, it should be noted 
that, as a consequence of the issue by the Department of 
Commerce on 4th June of a Notification No. 73-T (45), the 
valuation for molasses imported otherwise than in bulk by 
tank steamer (page 534) has been altered to 2 rupees 13 annas 
per cwt.

REDUCED STAMP TAX ON MATCHES. 


A reduction in the taxation of matches becomes operative 
as from Ist July, 1927, in virtue of Sections 2 and 7 of an 
Act (which was assented to on 3lst March last) to amend 
the Special War Revenue Act, 1915. The revised basis for 
the taxation of matches as provided for by Section 2 of the 
Amending Act is as follows :— 

Every manufacturer and every importer of matches 
“shall affix to every package of matches manufactured by 


“him or imported into Canada an adhesive or other stamp. 


“of the value of ? cent for each one hundred matches or 
“fraction of one hundred matches contained in such pack- 
“age, and no manufacturer or importer shall sell or import 
“matches unless they are in packages. 

‘Provided, that when matches are put up in packages 
“containing not more than 60 and not less than 30 matches 
“each, the tax shall be payable at the rate of ~ cent for 
“each package, and when matches are put up in packages 
“containing less than 30 matches each, the tax shall be pay- 
“able at the rate of 73, cent per package. ’’ 





SOUTHERN RHODESIA. 





INCREASED PREFERENTIAL REBATES FOR 
BRITISH MOTOR CARS, ETC. 


A Government Notice, No, 266, published in the Southern 
Rhodesia ‘‘ Government Gazette,’’ for 20th May, increases 
the preference accorded to United Kingdom motor cars, 
motor cycles, cycles, and tyres. The effect of the Notice, 
combined with Government Notice No. 736 of 1926, is to 
reduce to 10 per cent. ad valorem the duties leviable on 
the following articles when wholly produced or manu- 
factured in the United Kingdom or Northern Ireland. The 
“General ’’ (Schedule A) duty remains at 20 per cent. ad 
valorem in each case.

TURNOVER AN] LUXURY TAXES. 

The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Bucharest 
reports that the Law relating to the Turnover Tax and 
Luxury Tax has been revised by a Law, dated 30th April. 
Under the new Law the tax is imposed at the place of pro- 
duction, in the case of Roumanian products, or at the 
Custom Houses, in the case of imported goods. It is not 
imposed on the business turnover, but on the value of the 
products, as fixed each quarter by a special commission on 
the basis of declared values during the previous quarter 
(including Customs duty in the case of imports, but not 
including duty in the case of exports). 

The taxes are at the following rates :— 

(a) 15 per cent, of the value (fixed as above) on ‘‘ luxury 
goods classified in List A. This list includes various silk 
and artificial silk wares (tissues, lace, hosiery, etc.), fine 
clocks and watches and jewellery. 

(b) 10 per cent. of the value on goods classified in List B, 
which includes footwear of patent and fine leather and of 
silk, and separately imported finished parts of automobiles. 

(c) All other articles pay 2 per cent. of the value, on 
import or yroduction, except a few articles (including cattle, 
artificial wool from cellulose (sniafil), and aluminium in 
blocks, bars and sheets over 15 mm, thick, or in powder or 
granules) which are free of tax. 

(d) Exports pay 1 per cent. of the value.

The Decree deals, inter alia, with the import, purchase, 
sale, retention and use of poisonous substances.

TURKEY. 








‘TRANSACTION ”’ TAX. , 

The consumption or turnover tax of 25 per cent. levied in 
general on all sales in Turkey (see the ‘‘ Journal ”’ of Ist 
April, 1926, p. 393) has been abolished as from Ist June, 
and replaced by a ‘‘ transaction ”’ tax of 6 per cent. which 1s 
payable once only, i.e., on the importation of the goods or 
on their leaving the factory. 

The 6 per cent. will be levied on all foreign manufactures 
imported into Turkey and on Turkish manufactures 
(factories worked by power), being chargeable to the buyer 
(or importer) except when otherwise stipulated in the con- 
tract. In calculating the tax on Turkish manufactured 
articles the amount already paid on the materials for such 
manufacture is deducted, and if these articles are exported 
(after paying the transaction tax) they are not subject to 
export tax. If goods imported from foreign countries are “oh 
exported a drawback of 3} per cent. ad valorem may De 
claimed. Goods ‘‘ provisionally ’’ imported are taxed on 
import, but the dues are refunded on re-export. 

Tbe tax on imported goods is levied on the basis of declara-

tions made by the owners of the goods or their agents. These 
declarations must indicate the nature of the articles, their 
quantity and quality, the total amount of the original in- 
voice, and all expenses and dues paid up to the point of 
destination. The total is taken for the assessment of the 
tax, 

A tax of 23 per cent. on value is leviable on all exports and 
chargeable to the exporters or (in the case of manufactures 
in the interior) to the manufacturer. The 23, per cent, is 
also levied on all banking, insurance, etc., operations. 

Certain articles are exempt from the Transaction Tax, 
viz. :— 

(a) Articles of which the importation, manufacture, sale 
or exportation is controlled by a monopoly; 

(b}) Simple mills, i.e., not furnished with rollers or sifting 
apparatus, and capable of simple grinding only; 

(c) Bread manufactured at a bakery; 

(d) Ores, rough or in ingots, coal, washed or unwashed, 
coke and briquettes, charcoal; 

(ec) Hand-made carpets and kelims; 

(f) Journals, reviews, books. 

(q) Articles belonging to embassies, diplomats and other 
persons benefiting by Customs exemption on terms of reci- 
procily. 


UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


IMPORTATION OF MILK AND CREAM. 

The Board of Trade have received copy of a Law dated 15th 
February, 1927, which prohibits the importation of milk 
and cream into the United States, unless the person who 
ships or transports milk and cream into the United States 
holds a permit issued by the Secretary of Agriculture. The 
issue Of permits to such persons is dependent on inspections 
made at the instance of the Secretary of Agriculture or by 
authorities laid down in the Law.
